Discover Holland's best kept secret: It’s food! 

Our cuisine is not well known, but nonetheless 
exciting. Sometimes recipes are hard to resist: 

Either they have adorable names, or they are made 
with delectable ingredients. 

This week's recipe combines both: The name of the 
dish is Appeltjes onder de Deken, meaning: ’’Little 
Apples under the Blanket” and this dessert dish has 
both apples and custard, a winning combination. 
How can you say no!? 

Appeltjes onder de deken. 

These Tucked in Apples as this 
recipe is aptly called, make use 
of two staple ingredients in the 
Dutch household: Apples and 
Vanilla Via. It's a perfect dessert 
which you put in the oven as you 
dish up the evening meal: By the 
time you have eaten and the 
plates are cleared, your apples 
will be baked and ready to be served. They are 
wonderful eaten warm, but will do just well at room 
temperature. 

Apples are not foreign to the Dutch kitchen. We 
love our apple pie, apple turnovers, apple beignets 
and appelbollen! It should therefore not be 
surprising that, last year, 336 million kilos of apples 
were harvested in the Netherlands. Of all those 
apples, a whopping 129 million kilos were of the 
Elstar variety alone. It is easily the most popular 
apple amongst the Dutch. 

The Elstar apple was developed in the City of Elst, 
in the province of Gelderland, by a man called Arie 
Schaap. The Elstar combines the name of the city 
and the two first letters of Arie's name, in his honor. 
Since the apple's introduction in the seventies, it has 
quickly become a Dutch favorite and continues to 
be so to this day. The Elstar is a red and green 
apple, with creamy white flesh and a sweet and 
slightly tart taste and is a cross between the Golden 
Delicious and the Ingrid Marie apple. 

1 think Elstar apples are impossible to come by here 
in Australia, so use small Gala or Pink Lady apples 
instead. 

Appeltjes onder de Deken. 

Ingredients: 

1/2 cup mixed dried fruits.* 

1/2 cup of apple juice. 

2 tablespoons of brandy, (optional) 

1 tablespoon of brown sugar. 

1 cinnamon stick. 

4 small size Gala or Pink Lady apples. 

2 packages vanilla pudding. 

(cook and serve, 130 gr each) 

6 cups of milk. 



Method: 

Mix the dried fruits with the apple juice, brandy, 
brown sugar and the cinnamon stick and let it soak 
overnight. 


The next day, 

' heat the oven to 
180 C while you 
prepare the hot 
custard. 

Wash the apples 
and cut in half, 
top to bottom. 

' Remove the core 
(I use a teaspoon 
sized measuring 
spoon for a nice, evenly round indentation). 



Pour half of the custard on the bottom of a large 
baking tray (the tray has to hold 8 apple halves) and 
keep the rest of the custard warm 
and covered.** 

Place the apples, cut side up, on 
top of the custard. Stir the dried 
fruit and put a heaped tablespoon 
in each apple hollow. 

Continue until all the fruit has 
been distributed evenly. 

Bake in the oven for 30 minutes. 

Serve the dish hot at the table, but 
pour the rest of the Custard over the dish right 
before you serve it, tucking the apples in under the 
Deken. (Blanket) 




* Use what you have in your pantry: Mix up dark 
raisins, golden raisins, currants, cranberries, 

chopped up 
walnuts, almonds 
or pecan. 

** It's a little bit 
more work, but I 
prefer making 
the second batch 
of vanilla 
pudding when 
the apples are 
baking - right 
before they come 
out of the oven. 
That way, I have 
piping hot 
custard to pour 
over the apples.

Another month and 
another BoekHoek 
article; luckily we 
are still in 2016, 
which means it’s 
still Dirk Hartog 
year. So let’s talk 
about Dirk Hartog, 
or more precise, let 
Phillip Playford 
and others talk 
about Dirk Hartog. 

They have put together a very needed and 
detailed book called: ‘The Life and Times of 
Dirk Hartog’. It’s not a thick book, but you 
can buy it for $20 via: https:// 
www.histwest.org.au/activities/exhibitions 

The book starts with a quick recollection of 
Dirk Hartog’s life in Holland from birth to 
the point where he sets sail with the 
Eendracht. This maiden voyage left the 
Netherlands on December 1615 in freezing 
weather, as at that time there was a mini Ice 
Age raging. The book continues to describe 
the whole route via Mayo, Cape Lopez, 
Annabon, Table Bay (Cape of Good Hope). 
And from there he followed the newly 
recommended Brouwer route. 

But because of highly inaccurate methods 
for measuring longitude, Dirk Hartog sailed 
too far east and came very close to what we 
now call Australia. 

The Eendracht eventually landed at Cape 
Inscription on the north end of Dirk Hartog 
Island on 25 October 2016. Dirk then nailed 
a pewter plate onto a pole on the island, 
marking his visit. This plate is the 
undeniable evidence of the very first 
European setting foot on Australian soil. 

This great book has much more to offer than 
what I just described. It’s recommended for 
anybody who wants to know more about 
Skipper Dirk Hartog, the voyages from 
Holland to the East Indies, the landing on 
Dirk Hartog Island and in general the Dutch 
trading spirit under the VOC.

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Stuff Dutch People Like 


”Stuff Dutch People Like” is a column written by an 
Australian correspondent living in the Netherlands.

Dutch mothers don ’t feel guilty - and that’s a good 
thing! 

During my nearly four years as a mother in the 
Netherlands, it has been a fascinating ride, 
observing the different cultural norms and 
behaviours associated with motherhood in the 
Lowlands. Barely out of the “new-mother” gates, it 
had become clear to me that Dutch mothers were 
different - in many ways - to what I was used to. 

On first glance they appeared to be much more 
relaxed with their pregnancies, births, and 
subsequent happy babies. Was this really the case? 

In the first year, as I struggled with difficult 
decisions regarding breast-feeding (to stop or not?), 
day care (am I a bad mother?) and returning to work 
(how can I abandon my baby?), I often noticed one 
striking difference between myself and the other 
Dutch mothers around me: Guilt 
Or rather, a lack of it. 

Back to work. 

Most working mothers in the Netherlands put their 
children in creche at the age of 3 months. This is the 
standard, as Dutch maternity leave extends to 3 
months after birth. Of course, some working 
mothers tack on an additional holiday or leave, but 
it is rare to see many taking a leave of longer than 4 
-5 months. For both children, I opted for 7.5 
months. 

The Dutch reactions ranged from surprise to 
incredulousness: “How will you manage this? How 
can you afford that? Why would you want to??” 

Of all comments, the latter caught me most by 
surprise. The truth was, it was never said in a 
heartless way. These loving, caring working 
mothers, who truthfully wanted to know -and 
understand- my reasoning for taking a longer leave. 
For the most part, they knew the Dutch 3-month 
’’zwangerschapsverlof ’ (maternity leave) as 
standard practice, a given and did not question its 
right or wrongfulness. 

Never in these discussions did I ever hear an ounce 
of guilt surrounding the topic of returning to work. 
Of course many wished it was different and that 
they could spend more time with their babies, but a 
few also outright stated, without shame, that they 
were happy to have routine, structure and fulfilment 


back in their lives. Both camps simply accepted the 
reality and got on with their lives. 

Breast or bottle. 

The attitudes I encountered towards breast-feeding 
were similar. My Dutch midwives, friends and 
colleagues all shared a common belief: 
Breastfeeding was, of course, beneficial for the 
baby, but simply not meant for everyone. 

Again, this was a rather freeing thought. It removed 
all notions of guilt and self-blame from the 
equation. Formula was not seen as an evil 
substitute, but rather a practical and necessary 
solution. 

I was told, time and again, by my Dutch 
’’kraamzorg”, doctor and midwife that it was “just 
as good” as breast-milk (a claim which I do not 
fully agree with) and that the decision to breastfeed 
or not, should weigh all factors such as the mother’s 
health, mental state, family life, working life, 
sleeping situation, husband’s support and so on. 

As I struggled with breastfeeding, sleeplessness and 
exhaustion, my Dutch midwife sat me down and 
matter-of-factly said: “Colleen, it’s just like on the 
airplane. You must put on your air-mask before the 
baby’s. A healthy, happy mother is much more 
important than which milk your baby drinks”. 

This would be the first, of many times, I would hear 
the “oxygen-mask-first” adage in relation to 
motherhood. A simple, yet effective comparison, 
rooted in traditional Dutch pragmatism. 

As I left the hospital with my second child, my 
Dutch maternity nurse repeated the phrase, this time 
with an added caveat: “Take care of yourself first - 
and feel no guilt in the process”. 

The bottom line is, Dutch mothers simply don’t feel 
as (so) guilty - and that’s a good thing. This healthy 
attitude allows them to achieve a much more 
balanced approach to motherhood and its demands. 
In the Maclean’s magazine article: “How Dutch 
women got to be the happiest in the world”, the 
author argues: “Dutch women have smashed the 
vicious circle of guilt that traps other Western 
women, to embrace a progressive form of work-life 
balance.” 

Has all this happiness rubbed off on me? I’d like to 
think so. 

I work four days a week and have managed to 
banish all guilt surrounding this decision. I love my 
children, I love what I do, and I’ve learnt from the 
other Dutch mums around me that there is no “one- 
size-fits-all” to motherhood. Dutch women rarely 
compare themselves to each other. 

You hear neither self-praise or self-doubt in relation 
to their personal parenting decisions. They are in 
fact that, personal - and rightfully respected as 
such.

Commemorations on Dirk Hartog Island 



Tale of a Historic Event. 

On the 25th day of October 2016 it was 
exactly 400 years ago that Dutch sea Captain 
Dirk Hartog set foot on Australian soil, on an 
island off the WA coast, that is called 
nowadays DIRK HARTOG ISLAND. 

The island has now been declared a Marine 
Park Nature Reserve. 

These days the Wardle family lease part of 
the Island and they intend to make it into an 
Eco-tourism holiday destination. 

This landing is the oldest documented visit 
by Europeans, who came ashore in 
Australia, as they left behind physical 
evidence of their visit. 

Dirk Hartog left behind an inscribed pewter plate, the original is presently on show at the 
Fremantle Maritime Museum, but only for a limited period as it will be returned the 
“Rijksmuseum” in the Netherlands. 

The Dutch replica ship The Duyfken sailed all the way from Perth, in a roundabout way, to 
make an appearance in the same bay that Dirk Hartog had used when he visited the island. 
About 400 people from across Australia and around the world were on the island on the 
25th of October to commemorate this historic event. A small monument depicting replica 
pewter plates was unveiled.

PRESENTED AT THE 15/16 AGM. 

Ladies and Gentlemen, welcome to our AGM, presented for the first time in our new home which we 
occupied since January this year. 

As in previous years, I will provide you with a brief overview of our activities. Our Managers and others 
will report in greater detail on their specific areas of responsibility. 

It is pleasing to report that our packages have remained at full capacity during most of the year, although 
there was a blip for a short term, when our enquiry levels dropped and some consumers either passed on or 
required a higher level of care. As everyone is now more aware of cash flow and its follow-on effect on our 
operation, dollars spend also became a item of some interest by those not normally involved in finances. 

We approach the next 12 months with our caution levels higher than ever, before the proposed changes the 
Government will introduce on February 7. That will totally change the market and supposedly give the 
Consumer more choice and also more freedom to select their Service Provider. We also believe that the 
Consumer will be more vulnerable and exposed to emotional risk or harm following the proposed passage 
to qualify for Age Care Support. We of course will be there to provide assistance, whenever it is asked for 
or when needed by the Consumer. 

We believe that ignorance to Care is still a major issue and that this needs to be addressed earlier rather 
than later, most of us think it will never be them until the first fall or a broken arm or leg dictates a level of 
support that may not be available straight away, due to waiting lists and other higher demands from within 
the Care system. We suggest a telephone call or a visit from our Care Team to discuss your options and 
what is or would be available to you now or in the future. 

During the year we were fortunate to receive a substantial Grant from Lottery West, this allowed us to 
complete the fit-out to our premises, also to upgrade our IT support and computer hardware. Rather than 
buying furniture piece by piece, the total order in bulk allowed for significant savings and discounts in the 
prices paid. As you entered our premises, you would have noticed our Chairlift purchased to accommodate 
our elderly clients when they visit, it is quite a climb to use the stairs. Again funded by LotteryWest. 

And finally our Boardroom, we can now accommodate our Staff and Board Members without bringing in 
extra tables and chairs when we have our full meetings. We once again acknowledge the contribution made 
to our organisation by LotteryWest. 

Our Community Visiting Scheme or CVS has had its funding renewed for a further term, the program has 
been restructured and is now managed by the Care Team Members. It continues to be a challenge to cover 
groups at the various Nursing Homes that our volunteers visit, but it remains a very worthwhile program in 
solving isolation issues for our elderly. 

Considerable time and effort that has been spent on our Website and the recently created Face Book page. 
Both are now providing positive results, the need for us to be involved in the digital age is creating a high 
level of interest and we thank those that are contributing items of interest to the site. 

A time to say thank-you to all our staff, be it at operational or admin level, your input and efforts are much 
appreciated by all; for those not aware, Regine has reached her 10 year level of service and is currently 
enjoying a holiday break. To all our support workers, your ongoing dedication and 
work ethic is remarkable, please keep it up! We want to be the best in years to come. 

Our volunteers please keep up your excellent contributions and visits to those within 
our communities and provide the much needed social contact and interaction that our 
elderly need. 

In closing to my fellow Board Members. It has not been a year without some trauma, 
but we are not here to enjoy a holiday, my very sincere thanks for your time, counsel 
and support, especially when it was needed most.

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Hindeloopen, Skating center of Friesland 



Coat of Arms. 


Hindeloopen is an old City on the North of the 
Netherlands with a harbour connected to the 
Ijsselmeer. 

It is well-known on account of its special art, called 
Hindeloopen Art and it’s traditional costumes. 
Hindeloopen is one of the eleven Cities of Friesland. 
It only has about 1000 inhabitants. 

History: 

Hindeloopen received City rights in 1225 and in 1368 it became a member 
of the Hanseatic League. Since the 12th and 13th century, shippers of 
Hindeloopen undertook journeys to the North and Baltic Sea Coasts. 


The strong overseas connections with foreign countries 
and infrequent contact with the hinterland were probably 
the reasons for the developing of the Hindeloopen 
language; a unique mixture of West Frisian, English, 

Danish and Norwegian. 

The shipping trade brought the population of 
Hindeloopen a great prosperity. The 17th and 18th 
century were especially golden times. At that time, the 
people of Hindeloopen spent a lot of money in 
Amsterdam on precious fabrics and objects, which were 
supplied through the Dutch East India Company (VOC). 

The rich town developed in those days her own costumes 

and their art was a completely individual style with colourful painted walls and furniture.

The Town Centre: 

In the small streets some sea captains houses remind of this 
time of glory. You can see an anchor hanging on the facades 
of these houses, in those years a sign, that the captain could 
still accept freight. In summertime when the captain was at 
sea, the captain's wife lived with the children in the so-called 
“Likhus”. A little house behind the captain's house at the 
waterline. 


Sightseeing: 

In the old center you can get a feel for Hindeloopen's unique character by wandering 
through the narrow streets and looking for the lovely views, the typical wooden bridges and 
characteristic facades. In the Church/Museum Hindeloopen, you can become acquainted 
with the rich maritime history and living culture of Hindeloopen.

Skating Museum in Hindeloopen: 

The exhibits in the First Frisian Skating Museum 
gives a good idea of what the workshop of a skate 
maker would have looked like in the first half of the 
20th century. 

The museum is dedicated to ice skating in general 
and to the famous Elfstedentocht (Eleven Towns 
Tour) in particular, a 200 km long skating tour, 
which visits the eleven historic Frisian towns, 
Hindeloopen being the sixth town in the itinerary.
